(1965-1993) 


The Boston Celtics late captain Reggie Lewis was not only an All-Star on the court but off the 
court as well. He worked with various clubs here in Boston and in Baltimore, Md. His outstand- 
ing playing ability was only surpassed by the major contributions he made to the community. 

After signing with the Celtics in 1988 he slowly began establishing himself as a marquette 
basketball player. During his rookie season he received little playing time and was not known 
by the Celtics audience. The following year after contract talks and a new head Coach, he be- 
gan to get into the flow of things. After a while he was a crowd favorite and one of the leaque 
leaders in scoring. Reggie took his game to a higher level every season. For the 1992-1995 
‘season Reggie Lewis was named team captain after the retirement of previous team captain 
Larry Bird, and he took to his new role very well. 





_ Reggie Lewis embodied the term ‘Celtics Pride’’ on and off the court; off the court he estab- 
lished himself as a positive role model for young men everywhere. 

Reggie made various contributions to his community, from teaching kids the fundamentals 
of basketball at numerous basketball camps, to passing out 1,200 turkeys on Thanksgiving 
over a three year span. He was one of those guys who always went the extra mile when it came 
to helping others. He could have easily just taken the promo picture for the Thanksgiving pro- 
ject and gone home, but he spent his day personally issuing turkeys to individuals. Lewis also 
conducted his own summer league at the Shelburne Community Center in Roxbury and he 
participated in the National Youth Sports Camp (sponsored by the NCAA). 

Reggie did a public service announcement for the Special Olympics with Phoenix Suns’ for- 
ward Dan Majerle. He also helped promote the Walk for Hunger and he participated in the Na- 
tional Basketball Association’s Stay in School program. Besides all that Reggie gave a helping 
hand at the Roxbury Boys’ Club and at Children’s Hospital, where the Celtics visit during the 
Christmas season. | 

Reggie Lewis tragically left us on July 27, 1995. It seems unfair that the good always seem to 
die young. Yet, we must never forget the many good things that “Reggie”’ did for us all. Reggie 
wouldn’t want us to grieve over his death but to lead productive lives and be the future leaders 
in our communities. 

His example has inspired us to reach for the best in ourselves. We are proud to dedicate this 
yearbook in his memory. May the life of Reggie Lewis always be remembered.

With the arrival of Umana’s 
middle.school, Boston Tech began accepting seventh and eighth graders. 

As time’changed, so did the curriculum of the school. We were no longer a technical 
school=The curriculum had changed to one of math and science. It was felt. that the 
school’s name should’reflect its philosophy and the reality of instruction. In 1992, the 
school’s name was changed. Tech would.no longer be Tech. 

In memory of his work, as a school committee chairperson and as a well respected 
leader of the community, the school committee agreed that the school would now be 
called the John D. O’Bryant School of Mathematics and Science. We realize that it is a 
great honor that we are now known as O’Bryant students.
